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JOINT COMMISSION WITH FRANCE ISSUES COMMUNIQUE 
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[Text] Luanda, 30 Mar (ANGOP)-—France will assist Angola in rehabilitating 
its coffee plantations. This was contained in a joint communique following 
the 2-day meeting of the first French-Angolan Joint Commission which ended 
its session yesterday in Paris. 


On the occasion, it was also decided that the French Central Fund for economic 
cooperation wi1l provide a loan of about FR50 million while the French minister 
for cooperati.. and development will place two coffee technicians at the 
disposal of the Angolan authorities. 


For its part, the Angolan delegation requested France to study the plan for 

water treatment for the city of Luanda. The French-Angolan Joint Commission 
was set up within the framework of the general cooperation agreement signed 

between the People’s Republic of Angola and the French Republic. 


Faced with the war situation imposed on the People's Republic of Angola by 
racist South Africans, the French side agreed to an aid plan which consists 
essentially of supplying 3,000 tons of wheat. 


Finally, the two delegations agreed that the meeting of the second joint 
commission be held in 1985 in the Angolan capital at a date which will be set 
through diplomatic channels. 


It should be pointed out that the Angolan and French delegations were led 


wespectively by Faustino Muteka (Angolan minister for transport and communica- 
tions) and Christian Nucci (French minister for cooperation and development).

FOREIGN MINISTER PAULO JORGE DISCUSSES FRONTLINE CONFERENCE

[Text] DIARIO DE NOTICIAS: What do you hope will emerge from the conference 
{of frontline states]? 


Paulo Jorge: The principal aim of this conference was to mobilize the 
conscience of its member countries and organizations against remaining 
indifferent to the tragedy being experienced in Southern Africa as a 

result of the continuous aggressions of the Pretoria regime against the 
frontline countries and to make public opinion aware of the development of 
the Namibian and South African peoples’ armed struggle. The very attendance 
of several persons at the ministerial level and other well-known figures 

to some extent justifies the hope that the major steps taken to hold this 
conference, especially in a West European country, will have special reper- 
cussions. Furthermore, we believe it will be an opportunity to consider 
new forms of expressing solidarity with the Southern African liberation 
movements and also with the frontline states, which form the steadfast 
rearguard for the waging of these struggles. 


DIARIO DE NOTICIAS: In specific terms, what kinds of solidarity do you 
envisage? 


Paulo Jorge: This will be examined in the discussions of the committees-- 
politicomilitary, judicial and economic solidarity--that have been set up, 
from which some ideas will undou»tedly emerge. 


In our speech on Saturday we stressed the point that solidarity cannot be 
viewed solely--as perhaps the majority do--in terms of its monetary expres- 
sion. There must be a little more imagination if indeed we want to show 
solidarity with a struggling people. For instance, why not organize can- 
paigns to collect educational materials for the Southern African countries? 
Why not consider the possibility of sending experts for a while to help the 
frontline states’ governments formulate economic and social development 
projects? Why not consider the possibility that countries producing this 
or that food product normally consumed by the Southern African populations 











could offer them as a gift, bearing in mind the region's food shortages? 
And also an appeal for rather more imagination in imparting specific form 
to what we have witnessed in the past few years, which has been restricted 
to short messages, short telegrams expressing our solidarity. Another 
{word indistinct] of this solidarity must be found. 


DIARIO DE NOTICIAS: This brings us to another question: which is more 
important for the frontline countries? To organize actions aimed at over- 
throwing Pretoria's "apartheid" regime and achieving Namibian independence 
or, in this present, let us say intermediate, phase (during which the 
Pretoria regime was transferred to the counterattack, with incursions in 
both Angola and Mozambique), to consolidate interrelations among the front- 
line countries, especially in the field of economic cooperation? 


Paulo Jorge: It is necessary to combine as many efforts as possible. On 
the one hand, it is necessary to supply the necessary means to the South 
West African People's Organization and the African National Congress to wage 
their politicomilitary action in Namibia and South Africa. At the same time 
it is necessary to make efforts on the diplomatic plane to encourage the 
entire international community to shoulder its responsibilities to Namibia, 
because it is a territory under UN protection, which neans that each and 
every member has a responsibility for Namibia's future. It is also necessary 
for the international community to shoulder the responsibility of and to 

be consistent with the manifold resolutions adopted by various international 
forums, including the United Nations, condemning the "apartheid" regime. 

The United Nations decreed an oil embargo and comprehensive obligatory 
sanctions against South Africa. So let us join efforts to ensure that 

these resolutions are implemented. 


DIARIO DE NOTICIAS: Why was Portugal chosen as the location for this con- 
ference and why was the possibility not considered of one of the contact 
group countries hosting it? 


Paulo Jorge: I do not believe that any of the contact group countries 
could have considered the possibility of »lding this conference on its 
own territory, with the possible excepti of France, inasmuch as it could 
be argued that a conference of those countries would jeopardize their role 
in finding a negotiated solution to the Namibian independence problem and 
that this could prompt a reaction from South Africa. 


DIARIO DE NOTICIAS: That could be an argument. What is your comment on it? 


Paulo Jorge: I believe that they are not breve enough to shoulder that 
responsibility, because if they really were motivated to seek a2 solution 

to the Namibian problem, each and every expression of solidarity with or 
support for their mandate as the contact group would havea positive aspect 
in facilitating their work. Quite simply, what they do not want is to 
jeopardize existing bilateral interests with South Africa itself. The fact 
that Portugal was chosen stemmed from an initiative taken by the ICSA 
[expansion unknown] and by the preparatory committee, perhaps based on the 











fact that two of the frontline countries are former Portuguese colonies. 

On the other hand, I also believe that it was because of a spreading stance 
on the part of the Portuguese public and certain political forces of identi- 
fication with the justness of the Namibian and South African peoples’ 
struggle and of the legitimate stances adopted by Angola or Mozambique on 
the situation in Southern Africa. 


DIARIO DE NOTICIAS: If the contact group is ineffective or perhaps not even 
interested in a solution of the Namibian problem, would it not perhaps be 
useful for there to be bilateral relations between Angola and South Africa, 
specifically with a view to avoiding aggression? 


Paulo Jorge: I believe not, partly because none of them will consider the 
possibility of acting as interme‘iary in a possible contact between Angola 
and South Africa. None of those countries intervened in the conversations 
that have already taken place between an Angolan and a South African delega- 


tion. 





DIARIO DE NOTICIAS: In your press conference you said that the deadlock 
in the SALT talks was due to a difference of level between the delegations. 


Would you care to be more specific? 


Paulo Jorge: The Angolan delegation that attended the second session of 
conversations was the same as that which attended the first and, while on 
our way to Cape Verde, we learned that the South African delegation was to 
be headed by a departmental chief [director de servicos]--I believe from 


the Foreign Ministry. 
DIARIO DE NOTICIAS: Did Angola take that as a provocation? 


Paulo Jorge: Angola's interpretation,is that the South African regime 

found another excuse for not taking an immediate step forward: it claimed 
that there was a buildup of military actions within Namibia and that the 
Angolan Government was responsible for it. We consider that a false pretext. 


DIARIO DE NOTICIAS: Have there been any developments in connection with 
the latest abduction perpetrated by the National Union for the Total Inde- 


pendence of Angola [UNITA]? 


Paulo Jorge: It was a typical commando operation and affected a substantial 
part of our paper production plant at Alto Catumbela. As far as we are con- 
cerned it is a matter of taking the necessary steps vis-a-vis the inter- 
national bodies, especially the International Red Cross, and the Angolan 
defense authorities are taking measures appropriate to the situation with 

a view to trying to recover the hostages. In view of the delicacy of the 
process, we have refrained from further comment precisely to avoid jeopardizing 


the entire process underway. 


DIARIO TE NOTICIAS: One of the objectives of this UNITA operation could have 
been to try to show that volunteer workers have no guarantees of security in 
Angola. What measures does the Angolan Government envisage to alter this 


opinion? 








Paulo Jorge: The problem does not arise in our case. That of there being 
no security for volunteer workers, inasmuch as there are limited areas 
where such actions have occurred. Obviously an attempt could be made to 
achieve this aim, as you say. Of course such cases always prompt us to 
reflect and to take adequate measures to prevent a repetition. But it is 
also true that such actions or attacks do not occur only in Angola. There 
are instances~~sometimes more spectaculsr--in countries with many more 
years of independence behind then.

FAPLA REPULSES UNITA 25 MARCH ATTACK

of Angola (FAPLA) repulsed on 25 March an attack launched by the puppet 
UNITA bandits against the Camacupa hydroelectric plant in Bie Province,

During the fighting, 20 UNITA bandits were killed and 13 others captured.

24 passengers and partially damaging the bus. 


Another group of bandits threw grenades at civilians who were celebrating 
the 27 March carnival in Huambo. 


Observers in Luanda state that these UNITA criminal actions once again 
prove that this organization is aiming its attack against the economic and 
social installations of unarmed civilians. 


On the other hand, the recent setbacks suffered by this organization contra- 
dict the triumphant communiques published in European capitals. 


Observers also note that the propaganda campaign that was launched by South

CRIME WAVE-—-Hideous crimes have become the order of the day in the cities 

of Douala and Yaounde especially and in Cameroon as a whole. Crimes are 

on the increase daily, weekly and monthly despite the reinforcement of the 
forces of law and order in these cities writes David Achidi Ndifang. The 
influx of illegal immigrants from Nigeria, Chad, Gabon, the Congo and the 
Central African Republic, and even Cameroonians expelled from France, have 
all added a new dimension to the crime wave in Cameroon. The protection of 
life and property is becoming a cause for concern. Scarcely does a week pass 
in the cities of Douala and Yaounde without cases of robbery, burglary or 
plain cold-blooded assasination coming to light. Several weeks ago a Yaounde 
gang of villains was caught up with by the law. Messrs. Essomba Hyacinth 
alias "Petit Essomba", Mballa Mballa alias "Dakota" and Ahanda Ondoua 
Dieudonne were arrested after they had collectively stolen four cars, over 
5m. CFA francs and raped women and girls. Recently in Douala a Chadian 
nightwatchman was found strangled. The murderers made away with millions 

of CFA francs-worth of goods from the stores at which he was employed. Re- 
cently in Yaounde a special type of crime was uncovered by the vigilant 
Cameroon police which involved a graduate female teacher conniving with her 
boyfriend and other ex-convicts to murder her husband in cold blood.

[Text] In an interview with the press yesterday, the director general of 
the SNDE, comrade Jean Baptiste Missamou, detailed the program of the 
company that he is directing over the course of this first five-year plan. 


Besides Boundji in Cuvette, who celebrated the inauguration of its conveyance 
system last February 10, the DG of the SNDE stated that the localities of 
Djambala, Madingo-Kayes, Impfondo, Ouesso, Sibiti and Mouyondzi will 
likewise be provided with new water-conveyance systems, and for a number 

of them, this will take place during 1983. Insofar as the section of 
localities where the problem of extending water conveyance lies, comrade 
Missamou cited Kinkala and Boko. 


As for providing potable water to urban centers, the speaker said that in 
the aforementioned centers the installations have already attained their 


maximum production. 


As for pape igi Ye production can no longer satisfy demand which is 
presently 600 m 3/hour while these present installations produce a maximum 
of 1500 m?/hour. Working png the clock, this production varies in 
practice between 1200 and 1300 m?/hour. 


The first project acgepted at the national level would allow for the 
production of 1500 m~ for the old installations which are subject to 
excessive upkeep.

ATC DIRECTOR WARNS CFCO PERSONNEL

{Text} During the month of January 1983, the CFCO [Congo Ocean Railroad] 
transported only 63 percent of expected tonnage and insured 93 percent of 
the passenger trains. 


This situation is catastrophic for the agency whose receipts are normally 
insured at nearly 80 percent by the CFCO. It is therefore the very existence 
of the company and the fate of the agents, notably the 6,000 CFCO workers, 
-which are at stake. 


This situation is just as catastrophic for the whole country as for the 
neighboring states. Currently we are witnessing a series of shortages of 
essential products such as petroleum, gas, flour, beer and wine in 
Brazzaville, Loubomo and in the north of the country. 


Moreover, the Pointe-Noire refinery, the lumber mills, the logging camps, 
cement works and the refinery, etc...are preparing to stop production and 
layoff their workers. 


You are witnesses to the general disapproval of the CFCO by public opinion. 


Your management has informed you of the emergency measures taken to correct 
the situation. 


I am issuing an urgent appeal to each and every worker at his post to carry 
out his given orders promptly and conscientiously in order to avert this 
catastrophe which would have incalculable social and economic consequences. 


I know that in the past, on similar occasions, you have been able to meet 
the challenge and regain the confidence of the Congolese people and of the 
political leadership.

RESULTS OF PRODUCTION TESTS AT SUCO--At the end of a 6-day test carried out 
at Suco 1, production reached 51,807 tons of granulated sugar, 20,525 tons 
of broken lump sugar, 8,894 tons of unremelted sugar and 58,821 tons of 
processed sugar--the stock of saleable granulated sugar rose to 72,32 tons. 
This performance was presented last Tuesday to the general secretariat of 
industry by the committee of the party of the aforementioned production 
unit. Closed since 1977, Suco 1 has just started up again. This recpening 
is the logical consequence of the major investments that the state has 
granted this firm. This will allow the Congo sugar refinery to increase 
production and satisfy at best the needs of the national market. As for 
Suco 2, it has a production of 200 tons/day. The test on the machines which 
had been idle for several years gave a result of 72 tons. After these 
convincing tests, it remains now to redouble efforts to put the finishing 
touches on the reopening of this great production unit which for several 
years was the pride of the Congolese economy.

[Text] Easter has become for most Ghanaians the traditional time for everyone 
to return to his or her hometown. It is the time for community reunions, 
when the people of an area return to their roots and when they plan how in 
the year ahead they can contribute to the development of their town. This 
Easter is a hard one but it is also one of hope and determination. The 
numbers of many of the Easter gatherings have been increased by the return 
from Nigeria of sons and daughters of the community. Despite the devasta- 
tion of the long dry season and the bushfires which have swept through 
much of West Africa, the rains are now beginning and new life is springing 
from the earth. Although it will be sometime before we harvest what we 
sow now, the revolutionary determination to build a life of dignity for all 
will carry us through our hardships. 


This is the time for a special message to Ghanaians who are outside Ghana 
and who are not home for Easter. Some are in neighboring countries, others 
are thousands of miles away and yet the [words indistinct] today to their 
hometowns.

LLA CLAIMS CREDIT FOR ATTACK--Johannesburg, 3 Apr (AFP)--The Lesotho 
Liberation Army (LLA), the armed wing of the exiled opposition Basuto and 
Congress Party, today claimed responsibility for yesterday's attack on a 
military camp in northern Lesotho. An annonymous caller who said he was 4 
member of the LLA told the SAPA [South African Press Association] News 
Agency that an LLA unit yesterday attacked the Oxbow military camp at 
12:15 pm local time, killing 13 members of the paramilitary forces in a 
heavy artillery attack. Lesotho Radio announced the attack yesterday, 
saying one member of the paramilitary force had been killed. The caller 
also said the camp was “completely destroyed," along with secondary homes 
of Lesothan Prime Minister Leabua Jonathan, which he said had been used by 
the paramilitary as a "cover." The operation took place only a few kilo- 
meters (miles) from Hendriksdrift, which was the target of another LLA- 
claimed attack last Sunday. Lesothan (?authorities) claim that the LLA 
enjoys South African backing.

BBC REPORTAGE OF ATTACK CONDEMNED--A Lesotho Government spokesman has today 
condemned the BBC reportage of events in Lesotho. The spokesman was 
commenting on this morning's false report carried by the BBC, claiming that 
last Saturday morning's attack on a Lesotho paramilitary police base at 
Oxbow in the Butha-Buthe District had resulted in the death of 14 members 
of the force. Radic Lesotho had already reported that one member of the 
force had died in this attack. In condemning the BBC for the false report, 
the spokesman observed that in the past Lesotho had protested numerously 

to the corporation for its false reports, but it had become apparent that 
it had no intention of reporting correctly on Lesotho and was bent on 
painting a black picture on the country in much the same way the South 
Africa news media was doing. The spokesman said that it was clear that the 
BBC had common interests with the South African propaganda apparatus as 
far as Lesotho was concerned. He added that the pattern of deliberate and 
consistent lies which the BBC was feeding the world about Lesotho had made 
it clear that the radio is not neutral and objective, after all, but was 
positively committed to the South African-sponsored propaganda, or against 
Lesotho.

OPPOSITION LEADER SHOT--Harare, 1 Apr, (AFP)--Exiled Malawian opposition 
leader Attati Mpakati was shot dead by unknown assailants here, the Zimbabwe 
Government announced today. An Information Ministry statement carried Ly 
the ZIANA news agency said the body of Mr Mpakati, aged 50, was identified 
today at a city hospital. The body was found last Monday on a Harare 
suburban street with a shot in the head. Mr Mpakati was leader of the 
Socialist League of Malawi (LESOMA), one of a number of movements in exile 
opposed to the rule of Malawi life President Kamuzu Banda. The Zimbabwe 
Government statement said the Malawian politican, who was based in Maputo, 
Mozambique, flew to Harare on March 23 but never reached the address here 
that he had recorded on immigration documents at the airport. Mr Mpakati 
had previously lost fingers on both hands in an apparent assassination 
attempt in February 1979 when a parcel bomb sent to him in Maputo exploded 
as he handled it. The Zimbabwe Government statement described him as a 
"revolutionary nationalist." It noted that political differences with 

Mr Banda prevented him returning to Malawi after studies in Moscow in the 
1960's. "As the leader of LESOMA he has been a target and a wanted man," 
it said.

{Interview with Mozambique Foreign Minister Joaquim Alberto Chissano by 
Ammar Belhimer--date and place not given] 


[Text] Question: In his last new year's message President Samora Machel 
declared 1981 [date as published] the year of "generalized struggle against 
armed and unarmed bandits." What is the significance of this watchword and 
to what extent has it been implemented 4 months later? 


Answer: The struggle is political, economic and military. It requires 
more elaborate and better disciplined forms of organization to ensure 
complete liaison with the masses, greater attention to their concerns and 
the solving of their everyday problems. 


To do this organization and discipline are essential in the state apparatus, 
the army and the paramilitary forces. 


The preparation of the fourth congress gives us the opportunity to do this 
successfully. 


Armed gangs are trying to prevent Mozambique from progressing toward 
socialist building. By establishing insecurity the people now have a better 
understanding of the nature of these gangs and are convinced that they 
belong to the regular South African troops of which they are merely a 


detachment. 


The military offensive has continued since January in all the southern 
provinces with unprecedented participation by the population. Many of 
their [the gang's] branches have been destroyed. A great deal of equipment 
and numerous men have been captured. The civilians they abducted have 


been released. 


Life is resuming in a large number of districts and villages. Lines of 
communication have been restored, and stores, schools and health centers 


rebuilt. 
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However natural problems are hindering the complete restoration of the 
situation. The drought is preventing us from attaining the planned results. 


We are also facing financial difficulties engendered by the world economic 
crisis. 


Question: What effect is this crisis having on the Mozambique economy? 


Answer: What we export is never enough to pay for imports. We have fewer 
and fewer possibilities of producing at the necessary rate, of mechanizing 
agriculture. We are also suffering a tendency for the foreign debt to 


increase. 


We are obviously trying to limit it to an acceptable level by a better 
mobilization of internal resources, by resorting to the use of draft animals 
and to traditional methods of irrigation. 


Question: Mozambique is in a regrettable situation of dependence on South 
Africa. How do you intend to overcome that? 


Answer: We are trying to break this dependence by extending regional 
cooperation. Our task is to coordinate our transport and communication 
systems--South Africa's preferred target. 


This is the role allocated to the SADCC [expansion unknown]. 


Question: What is your assessment of South Africa's diplomatic initiatives 
toward some frontline states, including Mozambique? 


Answer: It is clear that the Republic of South Africa is playing for time. 
However it is not serious. 


We agreed to open negotiations with it with the am of restoring peace to 
the region. It broke them off without any plausible justification. It 
sent a very unrepresentative delegation to the second round of talks which 
were started with Angola on Sal Island in Cape Verde. This shows its 


insincerity. 


The negotiations demonstrated to the whole world the objectives pursued by 
the Republic of South Africa: to indefinitely postpone the settlement of 
the Namibian question and to sabotage any peace initiative. 


Question: So why is it agreeing to negotiate? 


Answer: Because it is in a delicate internal situation. It is suffering 
serious economic problems. It is not succeeding in restoring internal 
“order” in face of the intensification of the national liberation movements’ 
struggle and the rallying of new forces to the African National Congress. 
That pressure has divided the racist government. In addition there is 
pressure from the Western countries.

Question: Is it really possible to believe in the Western countries' ability 
to force Pretoria to launch real reforms as they claim they can? 


Answer: The United States does not talk of pressure but of persuasion, 
that is what some marginal elements of its administration are doing. How- 
ever they are not doing it in a convincing way because they are approaching 
the Southern Africa problem on the basis of the erroneous policy of an all- 
embracing strategy and East-West confrontation. 


Consequently they omit to take account of the suffering of the peoples in 


the region. Some are starting to be aware of that. Unfortunately their 
view is not predominant.

EDUCATION BUDGET--The Mozambican Government has allocated more than one-third 

of this year's estimated state income to education and health. The planned 
revenue for the year is an equivalent of nearly 500 million dollars. This is 

an increase of 6.7 percent over last year's estimate. Health and education 

are to be given the equivalent of over 160 million dollars according to the 

state budget for this year. This year's budget does not give the total 
government spending, but it is expected to be higher than last year. A 

governor of the [words indistinct] said there would be a budget deficit but 

gave no indication of the amount. The deficit, however, would be met by a loan 
from the Bank of Mozambique to the Finance Ministry. The budget calls for 

strict control of salaries with pay rises being linked to increases in production 
unless authorized by the planning minister. In his budget speech to the People's 
Assembly last week, Finance Minister Rui Baltasar, said that pricing policy 

would have to be studied. The equivalent of 30 million dollars has been voted 

to subsidize consumer goods such as maize, rice, wheat and cooking oil and for 
cotton production in the peasant sector. In the budget, defense and security 
have been given priority because of the military situation, but the spending 
allocation was not announced.

[Text] The ANC has sharply denounced the current vicious propaganda campaign 
launched by the fascist Pretoria regime in its desperate efforts to discredit 
the movement and isolate it from the mass of the oppressed people of South 
Africa. The Pretoria regime has been mounting lies and falsifications 
alleging that the ANC is plotting to kill the leader of the Kwazuluy 
Bantustan, Chief Gatsha Buthelezi. 


The full text of the ANC statement issued in Lusaka today by Secretary 
General Comrade Alfred Nzo, reads as follows: 


The Pretoria regime finds itself unable to halt the forward march of the

Gatsha Buthelezi and his colleagues in the Inkhata [Movement]. This 
campaign, which is destined to fail, is part of the enemy's efforts to save 
apartheid rule. In this instance, says the statement, Pretoria entertains 
the vain hope that it can discredit, isolate and liquidate our movement. 


In his desperation the enemy finds no murder too gruesome, no law too 
preposterous and no profession impermissible in its quest to save itself 
from inevitabie defeat by the forces of liberation. It is surprising that 
some who call themselves patriots have decided to give credenc~ to this 
miserable brainchild of those who only yesterday murdered 42 people in 
Maseru. Such positions are not far from those of an ally of the common 


enemy of our people.

The troubie in 
these two states was that for many 
years one man culed with a certain 
amount of mystical sway, and even 
during his reign, people were 
already anticipating the problems 
that would be caused by the inevi- 
table vacuum at his death. 

All this points to the rather sad 
State of government in most of the 
black independent states surround- 
ing South Africa.

[Text] That the prime minister took the extraordinary step of upstaging 

the m’rister of finance on budget day by announcing a whites-only referendum 
on his party's constitutional plan is a plain signal of cabinet, and party, 
jitters. But speculation about the reasons for the move, fascinating as 

it may be, should not divert attention from the central issues involved. 


We welcome the fact that a referendum cannot, and should not, be regarded 
as a device for rescuing the prime minister from possible embarrassment 

in next month's by-elections. Neither is it a way of rallying disparate 
whites to the Botha Laager in the belief that this will put Dr Treurnicht 
and Co out of business. That belief is naive, and misses the point of 
making constitutional changes. It also leaves whites, coloureds and Indians 
open to the charge that they are ganging up against other blacks. 


No, the only possible purpose of a referendum is to test opinion on whether 
the government's plan meets the basic requirements of change. The prime 
minister himself has made it clear in ringing language--"adapt or die"-- 
that change is essential because the present situation of white dominance 
is untenable. It follows, therefore, that change must go some way, however 
small a way, to satisfy legitimate aspirations or else it could be counter- 


productive. 


When whites vote at the referendum, that is the issue which they will have 
to address. How they vote will obviously depend on whether the government's 
final blueprint seems to meet the basic requirement. And, of course, on 
how the key question is framed. 


It also seems obvious that, if it is deemed necessary to guage white opinion 
on the constitutional plan, it cannot be less necessary to find out whether 
the recipients of this constitutional largesse will regard it as, at least, 
better than nothing. The government cannot play party politics on this 
issue; it is too critical. That is why Mr Botha's refusal to countenance 
referenda for Indians and coloureds "at this stage” is against the national 
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interest. At the very least, there should be simultaneous polls for these 
two groups. It is surely necessary to know what these people feel. If, 
for instance, a majority of coloureds and Indians were to reject the plan 
then it could hardly be claimed that imposing this "reform" on them would 
improve prospects for a peaceful future. 


But even if there were three separate, simultaneous referenda, it would 
still be begging the real question. Can the future be planned without 
reference to the political prospects of more than three-quarters of the 
population? Of course not. The government must surely be required to spell 
out its long-term plans for all the people of South Africa before expecting 
anyone to participate properly in a referendum that could become, for good 
or ill, a watershed in South Africa's political history.

Said the Progfed-supporting Star: ‘In the past 
there have been indications of deep differ- 
ences of opinion and tensions in the PFP on 
this matter.

The conscientious objection provisions of the 
Bill were rejected by the Western Cape 
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youth executive of the PFP. 

In the past, it was the party’s youth wing which 
clashed with Mr Schwarz when he was 
spokesman on defence. 

The cracks in the party over conscientious ob- 
jection have been papered over. A caucus 
compromise has resulted in the party oppos- 
ing the Bill and agreeing that conscientious 
objection status should not be restricted to 
people opposed to military service on relig- 
ious

[Text] Former Prime Minister Prince Mabandla, "is advising Kangwane 
Chief Executive Councillor Enos Mabuza on the border issue," 


The official spokesman of the Kangwane Council of Chiefs, Mr David Lukhele, 
said yesterday that Prince Mabandla "has been seen in the company of 
Mabuza in Kaapmuiden in Kangwane. "We have reliable information that 
Prince Mabandla is advising Mabuza on the border issue," Mr Lukhele said, 


And at the weekend, addressing the Press Club in Soweto, Mabuza praised 
Prince Mabandla and expressed sympathy with him over his dismissal as 
prime minister. 


It was reliably learnt that Prince Mabandla is living in the house of Prince 
Mkhontele of Lomshini in the Nekenele area. Mr Lukhele said Prince 
Mkhontele was a pro-Mabuza man and instrumental in the opposition of the 


border readjustment. 


"He asked the South African Government to keep his location in South Africa 
a secret because he wouldn't like it to be known that he is hobnobbing 
with Mabuza," Mr Lukhele said. "He is briefing Mabuza on how to effectively 


present his evidence before the Rumpf Commission." 


Mr Justice Rumpf is chairman of the commission of inquiry into the Kangwane 
and Ingwavuma issue. 


Prince Mabandla slipped out of the country quietly soon after his dismissal 
as prime minister, and the South African foreign minister, Pik Botha, said 
he had requested that his whereabouts be kept secret--"because he was tired," 


In his speech at the weekend, Mabuza referred to Prince Mabandla as a 
"martyr." Mr Mabuza praised Prince Mabandla as a man of "integrity who 
blended royal detachment and deportment with grassroots involvement." 


Mr Mabuza said although the relationship between Kangwane and Swaziland had, 
during the past 8 months, sunk to the lowest ebb, he would like to see 


political stability prevail. 
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Last week the Supreme Council of State issued a statement refuting persistent 
reports in South Africa that Prince Mabandla was to be prosecuted for high 


treason. 


"The Liqoqo wishes to make it abundantly clear that when Mabandla left 
Swaziland, there had been no threat whatsoever made to his life. The 
Liqoqo, if it wanted to detain Mabandla, could have confiscated all his 
travel documents in his possession on his dismissal. However, it felt 
there was no need for such drastic measures," the statement said. 


It stated that, while Mabandla was still prime minister, he had violated 

the constitution. It said he had prepared, intended to, and had disseminated 
a speech purporting to be a speech from the throne at the opening of the 
current budget session. "This speech usurped the powers of the monarchy 

in that it ran counter to: 'The Proclamation to the nation at Lobamba 


on the 12th April, 1973, 


"the establishment of the Parliament of Swaziland Order, 1978, and 
"the king's proclamation (amendment) decree, 1982.' 


"All these moves were, according to Swazi law and custom, 'kutsatsa incwala 
Kalobanba iyogidvwa Embabane,' or, "to usurp authority from Lobamba to 
Mbabane. ' 


"However, despite all this, the Liqoqo wishes to assure Prince Mabandla 
that he is welcome to return home and that Liqoqo has no intention whatso- 
ever to interfere with the course of justice," the statement said, 


The statement said there is no intention to persecute Prince Mabandla and 
that it was not aware of any pending charges.

FOREIGN MINISTER AFFIRMS AIM TO COMPLETE LAND DEAL

[Text] The Swazi nation will pursue the land talks with South Africa to 
their logical conclusion. 


This assurance came from the minister for foreign affairs, Mr R.V. Dlamini, 
during the debate of his budget allocation in Parliament. 


The minister said it was important that this matter should be discussed. 


"The Swazi people are waiting with open arms to receive back what belongs 
to them," Mr Dlamini told Parliament. 


He added: "This is the issue that his late Majesty King Sobhuza II was 
deeply involved in at the time of his death. There is a lot of talk that 
the Swazi people do not want this land. I am then left wondering about 

the endless delegations of Swazis from South Africa who come here clamouring 
to return home. If there is one issue we will die discussing, it is the 
land question. 


"Successive generations will take this issue up until the land that belongs 
to the Swazi nation is returned to its rightful owners. Whoever tries to 
shelve this issue will be wasting their time. The Swazi nation wants what 
is theirs; they are not begging. Even the Swazis in South Africa want to 
return home. Who can stop a man who is returning home? Who can prevent 
him from asking for what belongs to him? We are discussing this issue 


every day." 


Mr Dlamini reminded MP's that a commission consisting of representatives 
of the South African Government and those who were opposed to the return 
of the land to Swaziland had been established to look into this matter. 


The foreign minister said his office would arrange a meeting where MP's 


would be able to meet chiefs and their followers from the areas which 
Swaziland wanted returned to the Swazi nation. 
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"A number of delegations were sent to brief a number of friendly govern- 
ments on this issue," Mr Dlamini said. 


"This matter is not for the OAU or the UN yet. We will take our case to 
these international bodies in due course if that becomes necessary. At 
this stage we are discussing this issue with our friends." 


Mr Dlamini disclosed that some heads of state had invited him to go and 
brief them personally. The heads of state had acknowledged the explanations 
given by the special delegations which were sent by the late king. 


"But now they have said they want me to come and brief them personally." 


Mr Dlamini said to understand the importance of the land talks, they should

Prince Gabheni said: "Indeed this is a serious matter. It is one that is 
giving all of us indigestion. It is, in fact, an old matter that began 
even before the death of his late majesty the king. Presently it is the 
subject of a legal matter at the high court and one that is being discussed 


extensively by cabinet. 


"But, as senators will appreciate, this is obviously a sensitive matter 
that touches on the liberty of a people to do what they want, We cannot, 
therefore, make hasty decisions which are bound to have unfavorable conse- 


quences. 


"TI know that in some countries like Malawi, Zambia and Kenya, they decided 
to do away with this sect. It is then up to the Swazi nation to ask itself 


the same question."

COMMENTARY EXAMINES UPPER VOLTAN POLITICAL IDEOLOGY 
AB042205 Ouagadougou Domestic Service in French 1300 GMT 4 Apr 83

[Text] Is Upper Volta turning to the Reds? In other words: Is the govern- 
ment trying to build a communist society in Upper Volta unknown to the 
people? Opinion shapers have been trying to make this question a major 
preoccupation for a large majority of the Upper Voltan people who know about 
communism only from the ridiculous cliches of a primary and deep-seated 
anticommunisn. 


When, on 7 November 1982, the People's Salvation Council [CPS] came to 
power, many Upper Voltans were heard to say that the time has come for the 
third republic to take its revenge on the Military Committee for National 
Recovery and Progress [CMRPN] and its allies. The period, which quite 
appropriate for (?speculation), made Upper Volta one of the focal points 

of topical news in Africa. Journalists were then rushing to Ouagadougou 

to see and interview leaders of the regime. Then followed a relatively 
calm period until a prime minister was sworn in. The language used during 
his inaugural speech worried a lot of people who have been watching the 
political scene in this country. But so long as it is only rhetoric, there 
was no cause to be overly worried. It was when the same prime minister 
went to Tripoli and to North Korea that anxiety began to increase among 
commentators who only yesterday found Capt Thomas Sankara a charming chap. 
The hero of the Upper Volta-Mali conflict, as he was called; the popular 
man of integrity in Upper Volta whose famous phrase: "Woe to those who 

gag their peoples" was being quoted profusely, now became, through the 
commentaries of the same analysts, the fiery prime minister who has become 
a radical and an admirer of al-Qadhdhafi and of Rawlings, two men from 
whom one should steer clear. At the same time, the head of state, who was 
only yesterday described as an unknown person who has never been interested 
in politics, now became the wise and moderate pro-Westerner who limits the 
damage caused by the fiery prime minister. The change of tone from more 

or less official political commentators from traditionally friendly countries 
no doubt prompted the holding of the 27 March rally. 


After the arrest of people accused of rumormongering and subversion, it 
became apparent that certain external reactions made people believe that 
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there was a link between this internal movement and the external circles 
which were reacting. The essential part of the political speeches made 
at 3 January Square was devoted to bringing out internal and external enemies 


and the link between them. 


Do the prime minister and the head of state represent two opposing factions 
within the CSP? The theory of this dual leadership came about with the 
creation of the post of prime minister, which was entrusted to a man whose 
popularity was already well known long before the coup d'etat, and who was 
even credited with masterminding the coup d'etat. There is a thread of 
reasoning which makes sense: From the theory of dual leadership it did not 
take long before it was confirmed that there is strong opposition between 

the two men. And it was upon this supposed opposition that some people 

wanted to play to create division of divergent political currents between 

two people who could get along together quite well--a very dangerous 
Situation, if it were allowed to succeed. And it seems to me that one of 

the objectives of the rally was to show that the head of state and the prime 
minister had the same political belief. Of course, there might be differences 
of style and temperament between the two men, but analyses of the two speeches 
show that the two men are motivated by the same nationalistic will which 
rejects in the same manner the domestication of Upper Voltan diplomacy. 

Of course, one talks about imperialism and the other does not, however, the 
two speeches were directed toward the same reality. Yet what is this 


reality about? 


First, the two speeches point out that in 1960 Upper Volta only attained 

a superficial independence; in other words, it was still dominated in some 
other ways. Hence, this fundamental task which the CSP has assigned itself. 
At the rally, the head of state said the CSP is committed to working for 

the people and with the people to attain a truly independent, worthy and 
prosperous Upper Volta. This means that the political action taken on 

7 November 1982 constitutes a break with the past. As the head of state 
said, Upper Volta will no longer sit by docilely and be shoved around. 

The country says no to slavery, no to plundering, no to economic strangula- 
tion and no to political blindness. This well-defined nationalism was 
publicly manifested within the first 2 weeks of the coup d'etat when the 
head of state received the diplomatic corps: We shall be intransigent when 
it comes to defending the interests, territorial integrity and sovereignty 
of Upper Volta. And during the first press conference he gave, to a question 
as to what he thinks about a country which was worried about human rights, 
the head of state replied: In any case, we do not intend to make our 


policies to suit anybody. 


Secondly, the two speeches emphasized the need to turn the page on the 
politics of the past and on the men who represented it. The failure of the 
old political guards need not be demonstrated again, the head of state said. 
There is the need for a change, and the people have loudly called for this 
in all the areas where the CSP went, and the CSP has made this its main 
objective. Politicians who take Upper Volta and politics as their personal 
property are worried and they know why, the head of state said. 














Thirdly, the struggle against social inequalities by the restoration of a 
true social justice: A certain number of measures have already been taken 
toward that end, and the war being waged against people who embezzle funds, 
those who engage in fraudulent activities and any malpractices in general, 
formed the main theme of the prime minister's speech. Therefore, basically, 
the two men follow the same political line--namely that which has been 


defined by the CSP. 





Since the CSP came to power, statements and communiques of leaders warn 
against the building of personality cult. There is no strong man in the 
CSP; the CSP does not need one--this has been the answer to questions on 
several occasions. But for some analysts, there is a strong temptation to 
project a strong personality. In the present circumstances, this has led 
to errors in analysis. And a strategy based on erroneous aualysis of the 
situation can only give results which will certainly attract comments from 


within the country and abroad. 


Is press freedom now going to dwindle like grained leather? This question 
has been on the lips of many people since the latest arrests. Were certain 
people not arrested for their articles which appeared in the OBSERVATEUR 
newspaper? Explanations given by the authorities clearly indicate that 

these articles will be used in preferring charges. Right from the beginning, 
one wonders whether this press freedom will live long, and the aebate will, 
accordingly, be confused because we have really never asked ourselyes¢ what 

is press freedom and what is its real content. For Upper Voltan journalists, 
like the public and the authorities, press freedom finally appears to be 

like a sort of custard tart. The definition on which everybody seems to 
agree is that press freedom means the possibility for everybody--journalist 
or not--to say and write what he likes. Such an approach is to confuse 
press freedom with jungle freedom; the right to kill if you have the 
physical means, and the duty to die if you do not have them. Every freedom 
in any human society has its code of conduct and regulations, and the 

press is no exception to this rule. The fact that there is no law on the 
press in Upper Volta leaves the door open to any interpretation when one 
talks about press freedom. Yet a literal interpretation of press freedom 

is the very poison which, sooner or later, kill this freedom since no power 
can tolerate this anarchy without compromising its own existence. 


Every authority has some declared or undeclared objectives, noble or ignoble; 
and to achieve them it necessarily needs the society which it governs to 
behave in a certain way. Since such a society is not homogenous and does 

not behave like robots, a jungle type of freedom will only annihilate every 
effort toward that objective. That is why there can never be an absolute 
freedom, but a regulared freedom whose regulations will either be accepted 
or not depending on whether the assigned objectives are noble or ignoble. 


How can freedom wrought with ineptitudes be constructive for a society? 
Does press freedom preclude the poisoning of people's minds, if it is true 
that mind-poisoning and misinformation exist? And is unrestrained freedom, 
in other words, is voluntary bondage compatibie with the safeguard of a 
true press freedom? So many questions whose answers can lead to a clear 








approach to press freedom. What we were given to read and to hear has 
brought out the need for a debate on the content of press freedom. And the 
reaction of the authorities to the manner in which an undefined press freedom 
can be exploited appears as a warning which brings in its wake the incon- 
venience of being misled. Those who expected to take advantage of the 
confusing situation for their own selfish ends will say the press has been 
gagged. Others will wonder whether the authorities are not seeking praises 


only. 


The political history of Upper Volta has seen so much abuse of public 
opinion that the public has ended up believing that a responsible press is 
one which, by principle, is opposed to the government. Consequently, 
journalists are always looking for mistakes to mark the difference between 
the government and themselves. They never appreciate positively government 
actions, but they always force themselves to find a bad spot about any 
decision. Needless to say, such an attitude has been brought about by the 
experience they have gone through so far, and they are made to assess the 
government, not by its objectives and actions, but by principle--by 
principle, all governments are deceitful and therefore bad. 


There is also public opinion from which the press has copied its own attitude. 
There is no doubt about the need to organize a debate on this so that the 
press can give thoughtful approach to this vital issue of press freedom 

which is critical to its existence. |

He said at least 76 per cent 
of Danish funds to Zambia 


were grants and there was no 
interest charged on loans for a 
ten-year grace period. Loan re- 
payments were spread over a 
period of 25 years. 


Denmark has at the moment 


40 experts working in Zambia, 


three of them attached to 
NCDP under an arrangement 
with the Danish International 
Development Agency ( Danida), 
a department of Denmark's 
ministry on foreign aftairs. 


The experts were engaged 
in agricultural, educational 


and transportation sectors of 
the Zambian economy. There 
are 70 Danish volunteers most- 
ly working in rural areas. 


Reviewing bilateral assist- 
ance to Zambia, Mr Chris- 
toffersen said out of K8 million 
loan Denmark offered Lusaka 
in 1980, only K1 million was 
yet to be used for buying 
equipment for a new abattoir 
for the Cold Storage Board of 
Zambia (CSBZ) in Livingstone. 


He commended Zambia for 
having effectively utilised all 
the loans. Beneficiaries in- 
vludedthe Dairy Produce Board 
(DPB) whose loan was used for 
seting up milk coilection 
centres in Mazabuka and 
Chipata and spare parts for the 
Chilanga Cement piant.

Robert Mugabe's govern- 
ment — was speaking at his 
daughter's home near Cape 
Town. 


He is going to live perma- 


nently in South Africa.

The elderly ex-MP claims 
he was tortured by three 
members of the Central In- 
telligence Organisation (CIO) 
while in detention from De- 


cember 10, 1981 to October 14,

Kept silent 


Although he slipped quietly 
into South Africa last Octo- 
ber — just four days after his 
release — Mr Stuttaford 
would not speak of his ordeal 
until his wife Jean, 56, joined 
him in South Africa this 
week. 

He aiso kept silent until his 
financial assets were safely 
out of Zimbabwe. 

Mrs Stuttaford drove the 
family car and their eight- 
vear-oid cat, Tiger, from 
Zimbabwe. Their two dogs 
will }0wW them soon.

Mr Stuttaford resigned as 
an MP in January.

No charges 


Because of his ill-treat- 
ment, Mr Stuttaford was 
awarded $18000 Rhodesian 
dollars (about R20 000) dam- 
ages by the Harare High 
Court on July 5, 1982. 

But because the State At- 
torney refused to recognise 
the judgment, the money has 
never been paid. 

Neither were his tormen- 
tors charged — in spite of 
forma! charges against them. 

Mr Stuttaford says he has 
numerous witnesses, one the 
former prison doctor, '? back 
up his claims. 

He was arrested while 


watering the vegetables in 
his Bulawayo garden on the 
morning of ber 10, 
1981. 

After charges against him 
of having contravened the 
Preservation of Constitution- 
al Government Act were 








dropped, he was immediately 
re-arrested 


Mr Stuttaford is now under 
medical] treatment at Groote 
Schuur Hospital as a result of 
the treatment he was given in 


prison. ; 
He was suffering from high 


blood pressure and chronic’ 
gout at the time of his arrest. 

He says he was kept in soli- 
tary confinement in a maxi- 
mum security prison for 195 
days and maltreated for 
about 55 hours by two teams 
of Zimbabwean interrogators 
from the Central Intelligence 
Organisation. 

“They want to break all op- 
position to the ruling 
Government. 

“While I was being interro- 
gated, they even questioned 
me about ties with Joshua 
Nkomo, alleging that he had 
met with me to plot against 
So Government,” he

“I was beaten, abused, hu-.

CTO in the presence of Detec- 
uve-Inspector Muruvewi of 
the CID, who, less than six 
months later, was to be pro- 
moted to the rank of assist- 
ant-commissioner in the po- 
lice force.”

He says his fingers were 

crushed together. 
- “Various forms of torture 
were employed, such as de- 
liberately tightened hand- 
cuffs which cut my wrists to 
the bone in places.” 

Mr Stuttaford says be was 
forced into strenuous exer- 
cise — such as sitting on an 
imaginary chair or gyrating 
around a mark on floor 
with the index finger. 

Leg-irons were left in posi- 
tion while he was forced to 
run-on-the-spot for hours — 
he still suffers severe pains in 
his right leg because of poor 
blood circulation a year 
later. 


Kicked 


Mr Stuttaford said that 
when he collapsed through 
exhaustion, he was kicked 
and punched by his three tor- 
mentors — while they kept 
hammering him with non- 
stop questions in an attempt 
fo oaak his spirit. 

“And an ambition very 
dear to my heart remains to 
institute yet another legal ac- 
tion for damages against the 
Government of Zimbabwe, 
this time for unlawful deten- 
tion, aggravated by solitary 
confinement and the denial of 
certain fundamental rights,” 
he said.
